"Dulles, who headed the CIA from 1953 fo 1961, said he found
the link with the student organization already forged when he

took over and would not discuss any details of how the relationship -l

"Senator Gale McGee QfIWyoming défended the CIA today against'
what he called short-sighted criticism of {ts role in providing
covert financial aid to the Nationai Student Association.

“"McGee told the Sepate -- those who are nut to get the CIA and’
discredit its operations, in his words, 'Have now seized upon a
much needed and shrewd progranm.
